Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7-8, 11-12, 14-15, 17-18, 21-22, 24-25, 27, and 38-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest switching the amplified radio signal from 
the power amplifier between a first and a second antenna in a non-transmission period, 
succeeding a transmission period, of a last time slot within a sub-frame, as specified in 
independent claims 1,5, 8, 18, 38, and 40.
